Congress, to.be acted on aceording to the fifth 
article, ‘The third clause of the second section 
of the first article shall read in the words follow- 
ing: Representatives and direct taxes shall be 
apportioned among the several States which are 
or may be included within this Union according 
to their respeetive numbers of free persons, in- 
cluding Indians not taxed. The actual enumer- 
ation shall be made within two years ftom the 
date of the adaption of this amendment in the 
manner provided by the Constitution, and within 
every subsequent term of ten years in such man- 
ner as the Congress shall by law direct. The 
number of Representatives shal! not exceed one 
for every thirty thousand, but each State shall 
have at least one Representative. 

Resolved, That his excellency the Governor be 
requested to transmit a copy of the foregoing re- 
solve, and the proposed amendment, to each of 
the Senators and members of the House of Re- 
presentatives of this Commonwealth in the Con- 
gress of the United States,

Strange and bitter lan- 
guage this, from a member of the National Legis- 
lature! Wicked attempt to array the West in 
deadly hostility against the East! What means 
it? The Representative power of the Slave- 
States has so fallen off since the last census that 
the only way the Slave-Power can maintain its 
ascendency, is, by dividing in irreconcilable 
enmity the Representatives of the free States— 
so that it may use one portion to manage the 
other. 

Such has always been its policy; but as there 

areindications that old party-divisions at the north 
will not much longer answer its purposes, it finds 
it necessary to lay the foundation for another 
more dangerous and more lasting division—a di- 
vision between the Eastern free States and the 
Western free States. Will the representatives of 
these States suffer themselves to ‘be befooled by 
such trickery? They have but one interest. 
What profits the West, must benefit the East.— 
It is impossible to conceive. of warring interests 
between them. The manufacturing States will 
always constitute an important, though by 
no means the sole, market for the West. 
The agricultural States of this region will al- 
ways be immense, but not the only, consumers 
of the manufactures of the East. Whatever in- 
creases the productive capabilities of either, must 
react beneficially upon the interests of the other. 
Let northern men bear this in mind—and when 
reasonable appropriations are asked to improve 
the navigation of our western waters, let them 
cheerfully acquiesce—and when necessary ap- 
propriations are required by the East, let the de- 
mand be met in a liberal spirit by the West.— 
Whatever, too, is demanded for the substantial 
interests of the South, that the Government can 
constitutionally grant, let it be granted. And 
let every true patriot put his foot upon this 
attempt of the Srave-Power to engender section- 
al discord and animosity between portions of our 
common country. Bribing, dividing, and bullying, 
is its policy.

Mr. Wise denounced the speech of Mr. Win- 
throp, (one justified by the false accusations 
brought against the North,) asjthe most sectional. 
he had heard through the whole debate. He then 
launched out into a rigmarole about the stupend- 
ous generosity of the Old Dominion, who had 
given tothe West, its entire territory,—to which 
by the way she had about as much might as she 
had to the mountains of the moon. 

The House finally adjourned, and the likeli- 
hood is, that the West will obtain a select com- 
mittee of nine to report onits interests. 





Mr. Upshur and Tobacco. ' ; 

The report of Mr. Upshur, on a proposed trea- 
ty of commerce with the German Customs Union, 
had no sooner appeared than we called attention 
to tae profound concern evinced by the Admin- 
istration for slaveholding interests. The manu- 
factures in the free States, which were beginning 
to start under the policy of the Government, (we 
say nothing one way or the other as to the sound- 
ness of this policy,) were coolly proposed to be 
nipped in the bud, for the sake of enlarging the 
market for a most villanous, nasty weed, because 
it chanced to be a slave-labor staple. We refer- 
red to the matter, as a fair illustration of the 
policy which the General Government has been 
in the habit of pursuing towards free labor inter- 
ests. How happensit, that no negotiations have 
been set on foot with Great Britain, in behalf 
of the staples of the Great West? 

The Anti-Corn-law League, all the sinister 
prophecyings of the ulira tariff men to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, is gathering power rapidly 
in Great Britain. It is the general expectation 
there, that the ministry will be compelled to re- 
lax their system, and finally abandon it. Why 
not, under such circumstances, second the popu- 
lar voice, by well-timed negotiations—represent- 
ing the inexhaustible resources of the free States 
of the West, and how much the interests of 
both countries might be promoted by a more lib- 
eral commercial policy on the part of both? It 
certainly would have been as unexceptionable as 
these strenuous efforts to extend the market for 
the poisonous tobacco weed. Why is it that our 
eotemporaries in commenting upon this project 
of the Administration, leave out of view entirely 
its bearing upon the great question to which we 
have adverted. 





: Chaplains. 
The editor of the New York Tribune 
from Washington says— 


“Rev. Mr. Tinsley, the Chaplain elect, is an 
eminent Baptist clergyman of Virginia. ‘I do 
hope,’ said a New York Loco who was earnest 
for Tiffany, “that New York may have this tri- 
fle, since she has so far had nothing in the House 
or the committees’—*Oh, you know,’ réplied a 
Virginia Tylerite, in a dry way, ‘that New York 
is to have the President..—‘I am not so sure of 
that,’ said the other.” 


This suggests unpleasant thoughts in relation 
to the chaplaincy to Congress. It seems to be 
regarded as a petty source of pecuniary 
gain, to be haggled for like any other office, 
among interested politicians. For one, we say, 
let the office be dispensed with. It is proper to 
continue prayers in Congress, but, certainly, 
there is enough Christianity in the Washington 
Clergy to furnish prayers to Congress, without pay. 
Let this body give an invitation to the several 
pastors in that city,to make some arrangement 
among themselves, by which, every morning, 
some person might attend, to open the session 
with supplication to Almighty God. Ten min- 
utes a day could surely be given, without the 
demand for a salary. 

And as to preaching, we trust there are church- 
es enough in Washington to care for the spiritu- 
al interests of all the members of Congress; but, 
if there is not, the Hall of that body could be 
opened every Sabbath, for any one who might 
see proper to peach the truth. 

We consider the chaplaincy, as at present 
managed, a reproach to the Christian religion, and 
the ministers who suffer themselves to be candi- 
dates for it. Our remarks spring from no dis- 
position to undervalue religious services: we 
hold that they are vastly important: but, as now 
administered, we believe they are far less whole- 
some in their influences, than if managed in the 
way we have suggested.

fundamentally wrong, pnd operates to retard the 
cause of emancipation, we fecl that injustice is 
done. } : 
What is the present Anti-slavery movement? 
A branch of the genéral movement throughout 
the world against despotic power. Its principles 
are those of the revered instrument to which Mr. 
Adams so frequently refers for his political creed 
—the Declaration of Independence: its objects 
are, the divorce of the free States from all res- 
ponsibility for slavery, and the extinction of the 
evil throughout the whole country: its measures 
are, Discussion, Petition, the Ballot-bor. Does 
Mr. Adams object to these measures, oppose 
these objects, deny these principles} We know 
he does not. His Bangor Letter, not yet pub- 
lished in a single paper of this city, except our 
own; the eloquent introduction to his Astronom- 
ical Discourse in this place; his speeches in Con- 
gress for years past,—all abound in repeated, un- 
equivocal, solemn affirmations of every impor- 
tant principle promulgated by Anti-slavery men. 
His sympathy with our objects has been too often 
and too emphatically declared, to leave a doubt 
as to its sincerity. And as to our measures, 
against which of them ali, lie his objections?— 
Is truth to be advanced, without being proclaim- 
ed? Surely Mr. Adams gives his sanction to the 
freest discussion; and never yet have we heard 
him express a doubt in relation to the propriety 
of Perrrioninc. It cannot be that while the’nght 
for which he has so nobly struggled, is still de- 
nied, he would have us give over its exercise. 
Is it then the resort to the Ballot-bor, he would 
condemn? He has presented resolutions from 
the Legislature of the sovereign State of Massa- 
chusetts, for a fundamental alteration of the Con- 
stitution. ‘The clause aimed at, confers a privi- 
lege which, according to his own declaration, is 
unjust, anti-republican, oppressive to the free 
states, and the source of all the political evils of 
the country. This is not an unmeaning declara- 
tion. Mr. Adams must be aware of the natural 
consequence of such a conviction in the public 
mind, ashe seems intent on producing. With 
their eyes opened to the source of all the 
political evils of the country, will the people 
fold their hands, contented, without an effort to 
remove it? Can he blame us for bearing testi- 
mony by our acts to the truth of his own declar- 
tion, and the resolves of the Massachusetts Le- 
gislature? Is it a “greatly mistaken” policy 
for freemen to use the ballot-box to redress a 
great political wrong? What is the alternative 
of such measures, unless it be, to do nothing ?— 
We discuss, we petition, we vote: can we do any 
thing else that is better? Would it be wise to 
leave all this undone? What does the venerable 
statesman mean, when he says we retard the 
coming of the day for which we labor? Will 
the approach of that day be hastened, by doing 
nothing 2 

We do not charge Mr. Adams with delaying 
the hour of universal freedom, True, his course 
does not always seem to us adapted to hasten it; 
indeed, by such disclaimers as the above, we 
fear he obstructs the cause of human liberty.— 
But, the tendency of his course, on the whole, is 
unquestionably in favor of the Anti-slavery en- 
terprise. Can he not concede as much to its ear- 
nest advocates, who, in another field, under 
greater obloquy, are endeavoring in a more hum- 
ble way, by the same instrumentalities he uses, to 
promote the same objects at which he aims?— 
They are men, and their works are therefore im- 
perfect. They do not profess to have a zeal al- 
ways tempered by charity and discretion. Their 
measures may not always be well-judged. There 
may be at times extravagancies in speech, and 
occasional manifestations of a proscriptive spirit: 
but are angelic attributes to be looked for in mor- 
tals? These are evils belonging to human nature: 
they are not peculiar to them, or their mode of 
conducting a great enterprize. And are these 
evils to be set off against the good they have ac- 
complished, and are yet accomplishing, through 
the agitation of this subject? 

Mr. Adams refers to certain animadversions, 
and denunciations directed against himself by 
many anti-slavery societies. We know multi- 
tudes of them in the West have sustained him by 
approving resolutions, but not one, that has de- 
nounced him; and at the Hast, the great mass of 
Anti-slavery men, while they deeply regret the 
peculiar opinions which divide him from them, 
cherish the warmest regard for his character, and 
hold his services: in high-honor.- And it is the 
remembrance of the steadfastness of their con- 
fidence in him, which makes censure so sweeping 
as the above, painful to their inmost hearts, 
Who, when the nation was forgetting the funda- 
mental principles of its very existence, revived 
these principles, and forced their consideration 
upon the public mind? Who, when all men 
shrank from the side of the “Defender of the 
Right of Petition,” stood by him in firm, unbrok- 
en, fearless phalanx? When men’s mouths were 
filled with cursing and bitterness, the Anti-slavery 
men did honor to his motives, appreciated his ef- 
forts, and vindicated his fair fame. Not. an 
Anti-slavery journal in the land that was not fill- 
ed with notices of his doings; not an. Anti- 
slavery society in the country whose, records do 
not bear testimony to the high estimation in 
which he was held by its members,

The Government ought to own the seat 
of its own immediate vperations; but, should be 
held to rigid responsibility for its expenditures 
upon it. Weare far from. withholding blame 
from those who have been so lavish of the mon- 
ey of the people of the United States. We 
should send representatives to Congress who will 
set their faces as flint against any expenditures 
in the District, not absolutely required to make 
it a.convenient place for transacting the affairs of 
the Union. 





South Carolina. 

South Carolina is the State in which most of 
the white people are excluded from all share in 
the government, while a few slaveholders control 
every thing. 

Lately the Governor in his message recommen- 
ded more stringent measures in relation to the 
exclusion of free colored people. Accordingly 
a bill has passed the House, and gone to the Sen- 
ate, directing that every captain who enters the 
port, shall report immediately the number of ne- 
groes on board, giving a description of them &c. ; 
prohibiting every colored person, cook, steward, 
&c., to leave. the vessel, or come: on shore, 
except within certain limits to be fixed by the 
municipal authorities; imposing a penalty of one 
hundred dollars on the Captain or master for vio- 
lating this clause; binding the Captain to give se- 
curity to the amount of a thousand dollars for 
his compliance with these requisitions; &, should 
he refuse, ordering the Sheriff to commit the 
colored person to jail, and to take possession, and 
keep possession of his vessel, until security is 
given, or the vessel be ready to sail, and the ex- 
penses thus incurred have been paid! 





Ohio Legislature. 

Senate, Dec. 26,—The retrenchment bill came 
up for consideration. Mr. Disney avowed him- 
self in favor of its indefinite postponement. Two 
dollars a day was too small a compensation to 
members. No man could come to Columbus, 
and support himself and family on that. But, 
he had no intention of inflicting a speech, es- 
pecially as his friend of the Cincinnati Gazette 
had said that he was too windy. “He had a pro- 
found reverence for all that man (Judge Wright) 
could say, for he held him to be the most magnifi- 
cent specimen of the Jack ass to be found in the 
Miami Valley.” This is not smart, anyhow. It 
is neither refined common place, nor coarse wit. 
The Senate adjourned without coming to a de- 
cision. 

Houser, Dec. 26.—The bill for reducing the 
salaries and fees of certain State officers was un- 
der consideration. Several amendments were 
made for reducing the salary of Judges, Auditor, 
&c.—but were lost. The House then adjourned. 

Senate, Dec. 27.—The retrenchment bill was 
again discussed warmly, by Messrs. Disney and 
Lahm in opposition, and Messrs. Newton and 
Chambers in support. 

The Senate then took a recess. 

House, Dec. 27.—The House took up and 
adopted the resolution, asking an appropriation 
from Congress, to build a bridge over the Ohio at 
Wheeling, 

The bill regulating the salaries of certain 
State officers, was then taken up. A motion to 
reduce the compensation of the Treasurer of 
State from $1000 to $730, was lost; as was also 
a motion to reduce the salary of the Secretary of, 
State from $800 to $500. Moved that the salary 
of the Clerk, in the Secretary of State’s office be 
reduced from $500 to $400. Lost. Moved that 
the compensation of the Superintendant of the 
Lunatic Asylum be $1000, instead of $1200. 
Lost. 

The bill was then ordered to be engrossed, yeas 
64, nays 6. Read a third time and passed.

Yet 
the gentleman from Ohio (Mr. Weller) would 
have us believe, because by his very eloquent 
stump speeches he has succeeded in convincin 
his own constituents, that the whole North an 
West are in favor of the rule. Oh no, no, no! 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, with the opinions 
of all of whom I have recently enjoyed an oppor- 
tunity of becoming personally acquainted, yet 
more than these Representatives on this floor, ab- 
hor the excluding rule. I was told—was told by 
themselves—and in a manner to acmit of no 
doubt of the fact; was told by. them with one 
voice—addressed to me as if I was a child re- 
turned after long absence to his father’s house— 
that the reason fur the kindness shown me was, 
above all other considerations, that I had been 
the champion of the right of petition, I have 
been so: as such, I hope to stand, after death in 
this world, and when I shall stand before my 
for mercy for the sins I may have commit- 
ted. 

But gentlemen have contended that this is un- 
constitutional. On this point I would ask my 
frien¢ from South Carolina near me, (Mr. Holmes) 
whether he recollects a decision of Judge Wm. 
Johnson, in the case of a certain citizen of Rhode 
Island, who was imprisoned, bound, and I know 
not but scourged, in South Carolina, for the 
crime of—having a dark complexion? 

Mr. HOLMES (standing, unfortunately for the 
Reporter, in the very depth of “Sleepy Hollow”) 
was understood to say yes, he did remember it, 
and that he had ever after honored the name of 
William Johnson; but that on a subsequent oc- 
ceasion, J. M. Berrien, then Attorney General of 
the United States, but now a representative in 
the Senate, gave it as his opinion that the law 
was in conformity with the Constitution, and the 
Government had sanctioned that opinion. That 
learned jurist held the law to be valid and of full 
force and effect. 

Mr. ADAMS. Yes; and so, after a decision 
by a Judge of the Supreme Court of the United 
States—himeelf, too, a native of South Carolina 
—that a law was so utterly unconstitutional that 
it would not bear an argument, six or seven 
years after an Attorney General of the United 
States held the opinion that it was constitutional, 
and ergo the law is valid! Thusit stands at this 
hour; and is, in the opinion of an Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, the law of this land! 
I have always understood that the official opinion 
of a Judge of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, unappealed from, is the law of the land; 
and I believe, as mruch asI believe the sun will 
tise to-morrow, that the decision of Judge John- 
son, in reference to that law of South Carolina,is 
at this day the law of this land, viz: that the 


State law isso unconstitutional that it will not 


bear an argument, 


But I will inquire of my friend from South Ca- 
rolina whether he recollects another instance? 
A certain Judge vf South Carolina, when pro- 
nouncing his opinion on that law, alluded to the 
opinion expressed by my honorable friend him- 
self, thatif the enforcement of that law would 

roduce a dissolution of the Union, South Caro- 


ina ought to adhere to it. Was it so? 


Mr. HOLMES (still less perfectly heard than 
before) was understood to avow having said so, 
and to add that he had never seen reason to 


change the opinion; and further, that if that law 
of South Carolina was to be repealed, and the
